held at Middle Intervale. 

This is one of the oldest as well as 
most patriotic neighborhoods in 
Bethel, and has a history wbich brea¬ 
thes of patriotism from its fivst set¬ 
tlement. In this Cemetery, near 
the old church where, 1 o v e of the 
Country was a part of the religious 
creed, are b uried six soldiers of the 
RevolutioneiV wav, six of the war of 
1812 and twelve who took an act¬ 
ive part iri the great rebellion from 
1861 to 1865. In this old school 
district. No, 11, there were living .at' 
the breaking out of the rebellion ten 
families which furnishe d seventeen, 
soldiers for the war. There are but 
three in this district who were liable 
to bear arms'wlto did not enlist and 
take an active part in the rebellion. 


brella sheltered people wended 
their way to tire Congregational 
church, where the three churches 
united in a Memorial service. 

The Grand Army Post marched 
to the church, bearing the red, 
white, and blue. What a contrast 
was the peaceful walk on a Sunday 
morning in the quiet hometown, 
to some they had taken in long 
past years under the folds of the 
country’s flag. The veterans oc¬ 
cupied seats on one side of the 
centre aisle, and the members of 
the W. It.

Bravery is a requisite in a good 
soldier. It was natural courage 
that enabled our country’s defend¬ 
ers to walk unflinchingly up to the 
cannon’s mouth, and remain un¬ 
moved amid the scenes oi carnage 
and strife, and it is moral courage 
that enables the Christian soldier 
to live up to religious beliefs, and 
the requirements of God’s word. 

Our human nature is weak and 
faulty dud distrustful of itself. 


aud God has seen our need, and in 


His word gives us such promises 
as this: “Fear not, for I am with 
thee; be nit dismayed,' for t am 
thy God;I will strengthen thee, - 
y-«, I Will help thee, yea, I will 
uphold thee with the right, hand 
of my righteousness.” 

Resolute, unflinching obedience 
is another requisite for a good sol¬ 
dier. And as shown in the text, 
the soldier-must expect hardness; 
the hardships of a soldier’s 'life' 
were too great to be realized by 
those who have never endured 
them, and the preacher made no 
attempt to describe wnat he could 
not know, but left it to the mem¬ 
ory'of the “boys ip blue,” who 
could so vividly recollect it. 

And the • Christian warfare 
Closes only with the close of life. 

Foes ; froir# within and from 
without are to be met and con¬ 
quered in the strength of the 
great Leader. 

But then, the glorious result! 
At the close of the civil war, a 
race rescued from bonds, a fail- 
country freed fro.m the sin of slav¬ 
ery, a nation saved! 

The speaker vividly described 
the Grand Review at Washington

northerly direction one may travel 
hundreds of miles in a vast, unbro¬ 
ken wilderness, excepting lakes, riv¬ 
ers and mountains, in which territory 
abound the wild animals of the forest, 
the moose, caribou aiid deer of the 
eervus genus, and bear, lynx, fox, 
otter, fisher, martin, mink, and other 
small animals of fur bearers. And 
in the streams, ponds and lakes 
abound the red spotted trout, “Salmo- 
Foutinallis,” and many other kinds of 
food fishes. 

This wild, uninhabited region in¬ 
cludes all northeastern Maine, much 
more area of square miles than the 
inhabited portion of our good state, 
commencing at Upton on the (Jmbagog 
lake, following the lake region up 
through the country beyond. 

The general public know but little 
of what is going on in this wild region 
.of our good state. ■ t 

In 1860 the first public camp in all 
the wilds of Maine, was built at 
Middle Dam, by J. G. Rich, fi{ho 
called it Anglers Retreat; and for 
years after, no other camp or summer 
house or cottage was in all the Range- 
leys ; but soon after the close of the 
war of the Rebellion, cottages and 
summer resorts, both public and pri¬ 
vate, were built by individuals and 
clubs on all the Rangeley lakes. 

E. S. Coe, Esq. of Bangor and Jus 
company had ' previously bought all 
the townships bordering these lakes, 
so that builders of summer houses 
had to get permission of Mr. Coe for 
thatpurpose, and Mr. Coe would graut 
a verbal lease at will for fifty dollars 
a year and upward, according to the 
Situation or value of the property 
erected, the owner to vacate the prem¬ 
ises when he ceased paying the yearly 
vent. In a, few years the .shores of 
most of the lakes were lined with, 
cottages, excepting Umbagog, whose 
waters were filled with pickerel, mak¬ 
ing it undesirable for a fishing lake. 

The first steam boat built on any 
of the Rangeleys was a scow steamer 
with a stem wheel, called the 
“Union,” of which Ed Ames, a ma¬ 
chinist of Norway, Maine, was the 
first Captain. The next steamer built 
on the same lake was a side wheel 
boat called the “Andrew Jackson,” a 
much better boat. Simon Frost, Esq, 
of Upton helped build both of these 
boats, and Hezekiali Winslow of 
Portland was a large owner in the 
last one. Since then, steamers have 
increased on all.the lakes, and now 
there are many public steamers, and 
more belonging to private gentlemen 
On all navigable waters in the state 
where public or private summer 
houses are built.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Keep all sprouts off from newly grafted 
trees. 

Thin the fruit as soon as it starts to 
grow well. 

June is the best time to cut off all stubs 
left iu spring pruning. 

A young, growing tree Wants solid 
ground to take hold in. 

It is not a good plan to cultivate the soil 
deep closo to newly planted trees. 

If you want stocky branched grafts, nip 
the end of the young growth after it is six 
inches long. ’* 

Young shade trees 'should be trimmed 
iii‘o shape the first few years after having 
•been set out. 

Cut put all dead or diseased wood. 
There is no possible advantage in allowing 
it to remain on the trees. 

If currant or gooseberry bushes show lit- 
tlo holes in the leaves, dust powdered 
White hellebore over the leaves. 

By securing a strong, vigorous growth 
early in the season the plants Will ho in a 
much hotter condition to withstand 
drought. 

When the energies of a tree are devoted 
to the making of wood, it cannot bo ex¬ 
pected to do much in producing fruit.—St. 
Louis Republic.

The citizens of a great many good 
towns work hard to induce new indus¬ 
tries to locate within the corporate lim¬ 
its and wholly neglect to give proper 
encouragement to home talent. The fa¬ 
mous western, novelist, Mr. E. W. 
Howe, hits this nail exactly on its very 
head in his novel “Tho Story of a Coun¬ 
try Town, ” which made a great hit a 
few years ago and received the enthusi¬ 
astic praise of such eminent literary 
men as W. D. Howells and Mark Twain. 
In a chapter headed ‘‘The Peculiarities 
of a Country Town” Mr. Howe says: 

“There was one thing I noticed of 
Twin Mounds which is probably true of 
every other country town—it was con¬ 
stantly threatened either with great 
prosperity or great danger, hut whether 
the event threatening the prosperity or 
the danger came to pass the town pro¬ 
gressed about tho same. There was no 
perceptible effect from any of the events 
the people were certain would prove 
either very disastrous or of great benefit, 
from which I am led to believe that no 
one is familiar with the «rt of town 
building, although I havo never known 
a man who did not profess to know all 
there is worth knowing about the sci¬ 
ence. ' 

“Towns seem to bo the natural accre¬ 
tion of years, and although the people in 
Twin Mounds often related how desper¬ 
ate were their struggles with adversity 
tho facts probably aro that the place 
would have been fully as large without 
the great number of public meetings for 
public purposes and tbo endless worry 
of individuals with reference to it. 

“There was a very general impression 
that manufactories were needed, and 
this was talked about so much, and so 
many inducements were offered, that 
the people became discouraged, believing 
that the average manufacturer had a 
wicked heart and a IWow head to thus 
wrong Twin Mounds in the face of his 
own interest. Therefore we were very 
much surprised to learn once, after all 
ho, had boon abandoned, that a quiet 
man was building a woolen mill down 
the river, which he completed and after¬ 
ward operated without the help of the 
committees which had been appointed to 
aid in such matters of public weal. 

“The trouble was that the man lived 
in Twin Mounds, whereas we had been 
expecting a man and money to come 
from a distant point for that purpose and 
had never thought of looking about 
homo, but spent a great deal of money 
in sending committees away to make 
arrangements for a woolen mill. This 
circumstance, though humiliating, 
proved a good thing, for it taught the 
people that if tho town were to he built 
up at all it must be by its own citizens, 
which knowledge was afterward used to 
good advantage. 

“Tho people were always miserable 
by reason of predictions that unless im¬ 
possible amounts of money were given 
to certain enterprises the town would he 
ruined, and, although they always gave, 
no sooner was one fund exhausted than 
it became necessary toj:aise another. It 
was said during the collection of each 
amount that it would never he necessary 
again to give to this sort of charity, as 
the enterprise then in hand would in¬ 
sure tho fortune of Twin Mounds, but 
there was never an end to the ridiculous 
business, and we were always in a state 
of dreariness on this account, as the 
men demanding the charity for insig¬ 
nificant enterprises threatened to go to 
the rival towns and permit the grass to 
, grow in onr streets. 

‘In thinking of the matter ‘since 1 
.•have thought that Twin. Mounds would 
[have been a much better town but for 
the fact that it was always expecting 
’improbable disaster, but which never 
came, for tho people were thus prevent¬ 
ed from exercising their energy, if they 
had auy. ” 

Although the above excerpt is from a 
work of fiction, it is so true to life that 
its wisdom is apparent. Three good 
points to remember are the following: 

Always encourage homo talent when 
it stands ready to establish an enterprise 
that will build up tho town. 

Never attempt to raise more money to 
secure new enterprises than the town 
can afford to part with. 

Always look on the bright side of the 
town’s outlook Never predict anything 
but prosperity. Well men often die be¬ 
cause they believe tbey aro suffering 
from some wholly imaginary ailment, 
and a good town Eometim.es retrogrades 
simply because of the croaking of calam¬ 
ity howlers. Say nothing if you cannot 
say a good word for the town, but keep 
on sawing the town’s wood.

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WHAT ARE BUFF WY ANDOfTEST 

these Fowls Have Been Originated In at 
Beast Xhxe© different Ways* 

The Buff Wyandotte is of urn oh more 
j recent, origin than are the Silver White 
| and. the Golden Wyandottes. They are 
j recognized, however, as a distinct vari- 
I ety by the American Poultry assooia- 
; tion, although a recognized authority, 
writing to Country Gentleman, says 
that “purchasers who expect every 
chicken reared from. Buff Wyandotte 
eggs in 1894 to be true to standard-de¬ 
scription will assuredly be disappoint¬ 
ed.” The authority quoted tells of three 
ways by which these Buff Wyandottes 
have been originated: 

First—By crossing the Golden Wy¬ 
andotte and the Buff Cochin. The Gold¬ 
en Wyandotte itself originated in sev¬ 
eral ways—by a cross of the Silver Wy¬ 
andotte and the Winnebago, the Silver" f 
Wyandotte and the Buff Cochin, the 
Silver Wyandotte and the Partridge Co¬ 
chin and probably also the Silver Wy¬ 
andotte and the Black Breasted Red 
Game There, is therefore, inasmuch as 
the Silver Wyandotte had a portion of 
Asiatic blood, a considerable percent- 
I age of the blood of fowls with feathered 
[ shanks in this strain of -the Buff Wy¬ 
andotte, and it need not be surprising 
i to find many chickens with feathered 
! shanks for some years to come. 

Second—By crossing the Golden Wy¬ 
andotte and the Rhode Island Red. 
Just what the Rhode Island Red has 
been produced: from no one seems to 
know. It is a fowl of about the size of 
the Wyandotte, varying in comb, but 
usually single, and of a reddish buffi col¬ 
or. It has never been bred to standard 
requirements, but has been developed on 
the farms of Rhode Island and vicinity 
with but the one thought of producing a 
good farm fowL It is believed to have 
some Cochin blood and some blood of 
other breeds in its makeup. The shanks 
are for the most part free from feathers. 
The Buff Wyandottes from this cross 
are. scarcely aa large as those from the 
Cochin cross, but axe, as a rule, better 
layers and have fewer chickens with 
feathers on the shanks. 

Thirds—By breeding from Golden 
Wyandottes only, selecting eaoh year 
those which showed the least black 
markings. This claim has been made by 
one, or more western breeders,, and it is 
possible that a strain of Buffs might in 
this way be produced. 

But every purchaser of a new variety 
should not expect to obtain the uniform¬ 
ity in chickens that can be had from 
long established varieties. 

Advice About Silos. 

In an article on silos in The Country 
Gentleman, the advice is given to put 
about, 40 gallons of water over the sur¬ 
face of a 16 by IS foot silo. This advice 
Is given, says the writer who suggested 
ft?, because in practice it is found to be 
a good thing, for it hastens the forming 
of a blanket of mold over the surface 
that has not been equaled in the preser¬ 
vation of the surface layer of ensilage 
by any form or device of cover, and be¬ 
sides it is not a very expensive affair to 
apply. It needs to have the surface well 
trodden down—and all plans demand 
this—and then the third day distribute 
the water over the surface as evenly as 
possible. He adds:: 

Last fall we turned a pail of water 
in addition into each corner of the silo 
after treading it as full as possible and 
did not lose a bushel beyond the light 
cover of mold that formed over the sur¬ 
face of the silo and did not exceed 16 
bushels loss all told for a silo 16 feet 
square. My observations and practice 
confirm, me in the belief that; any cover 
on a silo is wholly useless, provided 
the surface is well tramped down each 
day for a fow days, and the blanket of 
mold assisted to form by the addition 
of water. If water is not applied, the 
surface dries out so quickly that it fire 
fangs instead of forming the close blan¬ 
ket mold that proves so effectual a pro¬ 
tection from the air at the surface, aqd 
a second dash of water at the end of a 
Week is not labor lost, we think.

Marketable Cauliflower!. 

An increased percentage of marketa¬ 
ble heads was the result of handling 
cauliflower plants in pots during the 
early stages of growth. Trimming plants 
alj the time of setting was of doubtful 
value. Early varieties, as a rule, prov¬ 
ed: more certain than the later sorts to 
produce a satisfactory crop. The gener¬ 
al! treatment of the cauliflower is sim 
ilar to that required by the cabbage. 
Frequent and thorough cultivation is 
essential. That the heads may be well 
bleached, the outer leaves should be 
brought together and tied a few days 
before cutting. Unlee 3 taken directly 
from the garden, a cablmge or cauliflow¬ 
er! is much improved if so placed that it 
can: absorb water through its stalk for 
12 to 24 hours before cooking. 

Any insects in a cauliflower head 
may he driven out by soaking it in salt 
watery upside down, for an hour. The 
earliest varieties grown at the station 
were Burpee’s Best Early, Dwarf Dan¬ 
ish, Kronk’s Perfection and Livingston’s 
> Earliest, closely followed by Alabaster, 
Landreth’s First, Long Island Beauty 
arid several, strains of Snowball. All of 
i Slese varieties produced a high percent¬ 
age of marketable cauliflowers.—M. M. 
Munson, Maine station. 


Advantages Gained by Sowing Eye as Told 
by One Who Has Tried It.

TEMPERANCE DEFINED. - 

Moderation In All Useful and Total Ab 
stinence In All Harmful Things. 

In a recent lecture in St. Louis, Colo¬ 
nel George W. Bain, the temperance 
speaker, said it was far from his purpose 
to assert that every man who drinks is a 
drunkard. But the fact could not be de¬ 
nied that every drinker has within him¬ 
self the potentiality of a drunkard. We 
need but to contrast moderation and to¬ 
tal abstinence in their ultimate effects 
to see how vastly they differ. Modera¬ 
tion may lead to drunkenness; total ab¬ 
stinence never can. If every drunkard 
were to die tomorrow, the ranks of 
-drunkenness would in time be refilled 
from those of the moderate drinkers; 
from the ranks of the total abstainers 
they could never be recruited. Even 
granting that drink is a blessing to a 
few, the fact remains that it is a curse 
to many and a risk to all. Colonel Bain 
said that if asked for a definition of 
temperance be would characterize it as 
moderation in all things useful and 
good and total abstinence in all things 
hurtful and wrong. Total abstinence, lie 
said, was the only safe course for tbe 
young man of today. In every city in 
the country you Can find men exclaiming 
in all the anguish of their tortured 
souls, “Drink has been my curse. ” The 
man is yet to be found who will say 
that his life w.wrecked through total 
abstinence. 

But men will claim that they can stop 
drinking whenever they wish. A man 
closes his hand. He can open it when¬ 
ever he'wishes. He keeps it closed for 
a whole year, and, behold, when lie tries 
to open it he finds that the muscles and 
tendons of that hand- are useless, and it 
remains closed forever. So it is with the 
will of the moderate drinker—lie keeps 
it in check until it is paralyzed, and 
when the time for the great struggle 
comes he wavers for a moment on the 
border line and then sinks forever into 
the ranks of drunkenness. The conse¬ 
quences of drink arc visited not only on 
the drunkard, but upon his innocent 
family as well “Every rose on tbe bes¬ 
om of the saloon keeper’s wife,” said 
Colonel Bain, “is stolon from the cheek 
of some one else’s wife. Every ray of 
sunshine on the saloon keeper’s carpet is 
stolen from some once happy home. ” 

TEMPERANCE CONGRESS. 

All Foes of Alcohol Aro Invitcil to Be 

Present at Its Deliberations. 

The fifth international temperance 
congress against “the abuse of alcoholic 
drink” will be held at Basel, Switzer¬ 
land, Aug. 20, 21 and 22. The fourth 
congress met at The Hague in 1893. 
In its circular of invitation addressed to 
members and friends of temperance and 
-abstinence societies Tbe Hague stauding 
committee invites all who regard alco¬ 
holism as a source of diseases, miseries 
and crimes, and who see it to be their 
duty to oppose tbe scora'ge from motives 
of patriotism and philanthrophy to take 
part in the coming congress. 

The deliberations of tbe congress are 
to be classified, in two departments, trie 
first dealing with alcoholism in its 
moral, hygienic, social and medical re¬ 
lationships, and the second with the 
means of prevention, suasion and com¬ 
pulsion to he made use of in combating 
the enemy. 

Excepting on. matters political or re¬ 
ligious, free discussion will be allowed, 
and the only persons to whom participa¬ 
tion *in the proceedings will be refused 
are such as are interested in the produc¬ 
tion and sale of alcoholic drinks. Ijlach 
member will pay in advance a donation 
of five francs, which will entitle him to 
copies of all official documents, includ¬ 
ing reports of the papers read. Such pa¬ 
pers and the discussion of them may be 
either in French, German, English or 
ItaMan. The treasurer is M. G. W. Bron- 
ner.

One-half an ounce of pure 
alcohol taken into the system will para-, 
lyze the nerve centers and kill just as 
surely and as quickly as a stroke of 
lightning, and the? same poison when 
taken in the form of whisky, beer, wine, 
brandy or other alcoholic beverage is so 
antagonistic to the vitality of the sys¬ 
tem that its effects cannot be entirely 
elimimited even by total abstinence, 
but will remain iu the system, more or 
less, making it less able to resist at¬ 
tacks of rheumatism, diphtheria, pneu¬ 
monia or other dangerous diseases.— 
Demorest’s Magazine. .

THE PXG1\ T EEB PAPER. 

STORY OF THE FIRST NEWSPAPER IS- 
. SUED IN CALIFORNIA. 

An Old muladelpliian Was tiro Mainspring 
of Its Early Life—Rigging Up a Riant 
Under Great Difficulties—A Member of 

■ A" 

the Original Staff Honored In Monterey. 

The only living member of tbe origi¬ 
nal staff of the first newspaper ever 
printed in California resides about five 
miles from the city of Monterey, in the 
Carmel valley. His name is Swan, and 
every one calls Mm “Pioneer” Swan, 
partly to please him and partly becanse 
he deserves the title. Few men. are in¬ 
teresting at 86, but “Pioneer” is still 
bright and clear in his memory and not 
entirely without ambition. If you ask 
him, he will tell you, with evident rel¬ 
ish, about somo highly interesting inter¬ 
view’s of his reportorial dayi 

The small beginnings’of this first 
newspaper in California aro quite curi¬ 
ous as related by Swan. Tbe original 
press was imported from Spain by Jose 
Figueroa, tbe sixth governor of Califor- 
; nia under Maxican rule. Figueroa, 
whose term of office expired in 1835, 
imported the press with the intention of 
printing Ms official reports. His guber¬ 
natorial career, however, was brief and 
stormy, and he never found time to col¬ 
lect his materials, much less print Ms 
reports, so the machine was , consigned 
to a storeroom in .the old cuartel, which 
was tbe Mexican soldiers’ barracks in 
Monterey. There it lay, together with 
a keg of ink, covered with rubbish and 
undisturbed, until 1846. 

TMs was tbe year when Colton be¬ 
came alcalde, and with the character¬ 
istic American restlessness commenced 
to stir- things up in the sleepy old town. 
The first thing that he did was to com¬ 
mence an investigation of all the gov¬ 
ernment property. Among this proper¬ 
ty was the cuartel, and here he found 
the old press. Being a man of literary 
rastes and some experience, he decided 
to start a newspaper and utilize Ms dis¬ 
covery. First, he .selected a partner, 
Robert Semple, and then began a search 
for tbo requisite materials. There, were 
ink and press, but the ingenuity of the 
pair was taxed to restore the rules and 
leads, which had become separated from 
the press and lost during its years of 
idleness. * - 

jin Colton’s diary there is a descrip¬ 
tion of the paper. Under the date of 
Ang. 16, 1846, he writes: “Today the 
first newspaper ever published in Cali¬ 
fornia made its appearancce. The hon¬ 
or, if such it may be, of writing the 
prospectus falls to me. It is to be issued 
every Saturday and is published by 
Semple & Colton. .' 

“Little did I think when I relin¬ 
quished the editorship of The North 
American, in Philadelphia, that my 
next feat in this line would be off here 
in California.^ 

“My partner, Semple, is an emigrant 
from Kentucky, who stands 6 feet 8 
inches in Ms-stocMngs. He wears a 
buckskin dress, a • foxskin cap, is true, 
with Ms rifle, ready with his pen and 
quick at the type case. 

“He created the materials of our office 
out of a chaos of a small concern which 
Jose Figueroa intended to use in print- 
zing official reports. 

“Tbe press is old enough to be pre¬ 
served as a curiosity. The mice had 
burrowed iu trio balls, 'there were no 
rules nor leads, and the types were 
rusty and all in pi. It was only by 
scouring that tbe letters could be made 
to show their faces. With a jackknife 
we cut a piece of tin into leads and 
rules. Luckily wo found with the press 
part-of a keg of ink, and now came the 
main scratch for paper. None could be 
found, except what is used to envelop 
the tobacco used by tbe natives. A 
coaster which Was lying in the hay had 
a small amount on hoard, which we pro¬ 
cured. The sheets were a triflo larger 
than foolscap. A crowd was waiting 
when the first sheet was thrown from 
the press. There was a good deal of ex- 
. citemeut. Never was a bank run upon 
harder, not, however, by people with, 
paper to get specie, but just the reverse. 5 - 
The paper was first printed half in 
English and half t in Spanish to accom¬ 
modate the Monterey public.. Another 
difficulty the original proprietors had to 
overcome in setting the type for the 
English portion of the paper was the 
lack of the letter “W, ” as the Spanish 
type did not contain it. A“W” was 
Constructed by using two “V’s.” Iu 
May, 1847, the paper was moved to San 
.Francisco, where it was published for 
many yegrs under the name of The Alt 
California. , : 

* Since ending his newspaper career 

“Pioneer” Swan has been a rancher'in 
a small way in Carmel vqdley. He has .1 
maiiy visitors, although his location is 
somewhat remote, and he is very deiif. 
On. Ms quarterly visits - to Monterey he j 
is invariably the recipient of Considera¬ 
ble attention, and his rusty old hat, 
with its staring inscription of “Pionece, 
1843,” makes him - known to easterners 
who, brit for. this, would see nothing ir.

Telocity of Explosive Waves, 

Bertbelo b made a large uumher of 
experiments to determine the veloc¬ 
ity of the explosive waves in the 
case of different^ explosives. Long, 
narrow tubes made of lead, tin or 
hrita-nnia metal were used and the 
rate of propagation of disturbance 
through the tube measured. He 
found this to depend on—(1) the di¬ 
ameter of the tube, (2) the density 
of the explosive, (3) the resistance 
of the material of the tube. The ex¬ 
plosive wave from compressed gun 
cotton had a mean velocity of 5,200 
meters per second in lead tubes and 
of 6,000 meters per second in tin 
tubes. 

Liquid nitroglycerin gave results 
varying from 1,078 to 1,380 meters 
per second, while dynamite had a 
mean rate of 2,513 meters per sec¬ 
ond. It was found a-matter of great 
difficulty to do. . the nitroglyc¬ 
erin, hr such luivo y tunes, A Curi¬ 
ous feature was that whether the: 
tubes were curved or straight the re¬ 
sults obtained were substantially the 
same. —Knowledge.
